Reason's for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a method for detecting 
ketosteroids wherein a ketosteroid sample is reacted with sulfonhydrazide to 
form a sulfonhydrazone of a ketosteroid, and then the sulfonhydrazone is further 
reacted with a sulfonyl halide. Then the sulfonhydrazone/sulfonyl halide 
reaction product is analyzed by mass spectrometry to detect and indicate the 
presence of a ketosteroid.
